THE REPUBLICAN SENATORS AND 
THE MARSHALS BILL, 


The Republican Senators, in caucus yes- 
terday, decided unanimously to oppose the 
House amendment.to the Deficiency. bill, 
which regulates the appointment of the 
Special Depnty Marshals required by the 
Election laws. The ground of this détermi- 
nation is that the amendment is political 
legislation . presented as a .tider to 
an appropristion bill, and that itis an at- 
tempt at coercion which should be opposed 
now as it was opposed at the extra session. 
This will strike the country a8 an untimely 
and mnnecedsary, and perhaps.as. a nob 
wholly ingentous, exhibition of zeal for a 
doctrine which is in itself Assentially sound. 
It sannot bé denied that the practive of tack- 
ing’ general ‘legislation of any kind to an 
appropriation bill ise bad one. It.is par 
tienlarly bad when the proposed legislation 
is of a political eharacter and when the 
appropriation bill is spécially urgent, as in 
the’ present i ee. The atguments to 
sustain the general principle adopted by 
the Republican Senators are very well 
known. They were presented with full- 
hess, and--very ably, during the extra 
session, and they were very generally sp- 
proved. by the country. But it does not 
follow that. thé course of the Republican 
ésueus is expedient at the present time. 

However correct. the doctrine regarding 
tiders may be, it has never béen mado a 
party question, and it is not: of overruling 
importance.

ASSESSMENT OF BANK SHARES. 


The Attorney-General has submitted te 
the State Controller an élabdrate opinion in 
repard to the . effect of the recent. decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States 
upon the assessment of the shares of na- 
tidnal banka, which should impress the 
Legislature with the necessity. of prompt 
and oarefnl action. As thé law now stands, 
it appears in certain important respects to 
be ingapable of execution. The Attorney- 
General holds “that. the decision ‘of 
the“ eourt does not. rénder.-the act 
of 1866 null and void, but that, with ‘the 
exeeption of the feature declaredto be in 
conflict with the act of Conpréss, it remains 
in full foree. The decision of the Court of 


| Appeals is not reversed, but only thé judg- 


ment in the ease of Mr. Witttaus.. The 
State tribunal did not pronounes directly 
upon the yalidity of the Jaw in, view of 
national legislation, but simply declared its 
meaning to be that bank shates are to be 
asdessed without deduction for the debts of 
the holders: This interpretation was ac- 
cepted by the Pederal conrt, and on it 
was based the conclusion that. it did 
conflict with the ast --of- Congress 
which prohibits taxation ‘{ at a greater rate 
thin is Assessed npon other moneyed capital 
in the hands of individual citizens.” of the 
State: Therefore; an offset for debts 
must be allowed in the assessment of shares 
in ‘national. banks. Otherwise, ‘avcording 
to the “Attorney-Genetal; the act of 1866 
stands unaffected. This léayes State banks, 
which are not under thé Congressional pro- 
hibition, subject ‘to its full force ed by & 
desided disadvantage with the, national in- 
stitutions. This cértainly calls for a temedy.

ROYAL PRESENTS. 

Tho Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides that “ no person holding any office of 
profit or. trust under them [the United 
States} shall, without the consent. of the 
Congress, accept of any present, office, o. 
title, of Any kind ‘whatever, from any King, 
Pines, or foreign State.” This is a whole- 
some provision. “It prevents the spread of 
monarchical institutions in .our free 
Republic, and puté s bah on titles 
of nobility, ordets. of knighthood, and 
aristocratic privileges. Private . citizens, 
it is tru, may receive orders of 
merit from foreign Governments, and it is 
reootded as ohe of the cutiosities of the 
time. that all the gentlemen who held semi- 
official positions in the United States Com- 
imission to.the late#Freneh Exposition were 
deeorated with the ribbon of the Legion of 
Honor, while the exhibitors cathe honie 
ribbonless,’ Several years ago, Mr. W. L. 
Sonuaas, Minister to several of the South 
American Republics, was chdsen arbitra- 
tor in a@ dontroversy whieh arose between 
Great Britain and the United States of .o- 
lombia, So well did hé discharge his duties, 
in the opinion of the British Government,that 
her Gracious Majesty the Queen, made him 
a present of # silver inkstand, * Thé Demo- 
eratio House of. Representatives, thinking’ 
that this sort of thing had gone far enough, 
refused to allow him 0 redeivé the gift.. 
The Senate consented to the Minister's. 
taking the present, bub the House drew the 
line at inkstands, one Western mémber de- 
elaring that this was ‘‘too ridioaldns to bo 
thought of.” Tt is not certain what beéame 
of the Seraggs inkstand, but as Sdavees 
has managed to. kéep ih egg service 
hearly ever since, it is 
compromised matters allowing.

POLICE WOMEN, 


One Mrs. BLAke has résently written 
letter to a partially. esteemed contemporary 
calling attention to the systematic outrages 
on the sacredness of womanhood which ‘are 
constantly perpetrated by the Police. When 
a dtutiken woman is arrested, she is arrest- 
ed. by a man; dragged to a Police station, 
where she is confronted by a Sergeant who 
is also aman; and finally locked up. by a 
man in & cell which is’ frequently in close 
proximity to other cells egies by then. 
From the moment that the policeman lays 
his hand, except in kindness, on: the intoxi- 
cated woman to the moment when a mascu- 
ling jailer thrusts her into # cell, the nacred- 
ness of het womanhoodis outraged. No rem- 
édy this painful state of things, Mrs. Buaxz 
proposes that a numberof policewomen 
should be appointed, whose business it should 
bé to take charge of wombr who ate arrested, 
and to see that the saeredness of their 
womanhood is not outraged by sabjecting 
thet to the gaze or handling of policemen. 
This is a simple and easy remedy, and it 
will; of ooutse, be immediately adopted,
